Zeppelin's flrst dirigible was 440 


feet long. 
This huge airship was not 


merely a bag filled with gas.

constructed with a rigid framework

partitions of sheet aluminum between. 
In each chamber was a gas bag. These 
had a total capacity of 460,000 cubic 
feet of gas, giving a lifting power of 
32,000 pounds. The entire framework 
of the ship was Inclosed In a cover- 
ing made of cotton and rubber, which 
was really merely a Jacket to protect 
It from the weather.
